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1. The RCE request filed July 19, 2005 has been entered. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 

every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the means for 

measuring a drag force acting on a cantilever in claim 15, the means for monitoring 

deflection of the cantilever of claim 15, the means for determining a power spectrum of 

the cantilever in claim 15, the means for measuring motion of a base of a cantilever in 

claim 15, the means for determining one or more cantilever characteristics based on the 

base motion, the power spectrum, and the cantilever deflection of claim 15, the means 

for determining flow rate of claim 16, and the configurations of claims 18-23 must be 

shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."
